LINCOLN'S SECfiET GRAVE. 

Uia and His Wlfit's Bodies Removed from It 
to the Oakridgro Oemetory. 

Si'KiNiiKiKt.ii, 111., April 1-1. - The re- 
inniiiH of I'lesident and Mrs. Lincoln 
wore privately taken fnjiii their secret 
resting phico this morning and uiterred 
in the north vault of the Lincoln monu- 
ment, in Oakridgo cemetery, near this 
city. Leas tlian a dozen peraons, mem- 
bers of tho Linctdn nionnment association 
nn(] Lincoln guard of honor, w en! present. 
For years the wheri'alioiits of the remains 
of tho great jiresident and his wife has 
boon veiled in mystery from anxiety that 
they would be stolen to obtain a raiisoni 
for their return. Tlio actual ittempt to 
carry oil' the bodii^s in l.STCi \v;is the 
moving eau.so of the formation of the 
guard of hotmr, which oig,ani/.ati(in 
»ocvoted them and, to-day, .surrendered 
tho charge. Great cnro was taken to 
keep tho event of tliia morning a jiro- 
found secret. At tho a])))ointod hour few 
but tho little knot of guards were prosi^nl. 
The secret grave was directly under the 
north base of tho olielisk, alioiit thirty 
feet from tho nortii entrance, hut only 
acoeasible throitgh thoaoiitli door. Twenty- 
two yoai"8 ago to-day Lincoln was sliot. 
When the guards, with the help of a few 
laborers, had oxhumod tlie coflins and the 
lid of tho president's was removed his 
face was seen to be in a reniarkalile slate 
prcporvation. Those who stood around 
and had known Lincoln when alive oiisily 
discerned tlio features. They wore vory 
diutinet.

But a spirit had been raised which could 
not be aUayed at Che will and ca[)rico of 
any man. Mr. Fiehliug now duds (jno of 
his moat faithful followers advocating, 
because of tho premier's vacillating policy, 
anne.xation to the United States. It may 
now be considered that seceah doctrines 
have had their day in Nova Scotia, and 
that a brief one. The probable outcome 
at the movement, inaugurated solely for 
the purpose of creating dissatisfuction 
with the federal government, will, when 
the local elections again come around, 
prove a boomerang which will consign tho 
present liberal government to the cold 
shades of opposition. It is quite witiiin 
the probabilities, however, that such 
divisions will arise in the party in con- 
sec |uence of the manner in which the 
<[iiesti()ii haa been burked l)y the executive 
as will compel the existing administration 
to step down and out ami give place to 
better men, men who have some faith in 
the ultimate destiny uf tiiis great Canadian 
confederation, which cannot, as has been 
proved, be sundered at the whim and 
caprice of any unprincipled body of 
dein^ogues and self-seeking politicians. 



THE FISHERY QUESTION. 

Tho lisherytiuestion on the .Atlantic coast 
has not perlia[i3 ;is deep a siguiticance in 
British Colundjia as that on tho Pacific, 
but as a matter which tlireatens to in- 
volve the entire Dominion if some ar- 
rangement is not speedily arrived at, vvo 
opine it is worth n^viewing. Indeed to 
go further, the proviaions of the treaty of 
1818, iiiMin wliicli Canaila rusts her ease, 
liave a deejj sigiiiticuii;;e so far as our own 
fishery interests are concerned and a brief 
statement of the devious and vaocillating 
course that tho American side of the ar- 
gument on this matter has taken will 
readily exhibit tin; utter weakness (jf 
tlieir position, or rather we should say 
of their positions, for thoy have been 
driven from oae to another and another, 
tUl now, we may say, with but a sparing 
use of the metaphor, they find themselves 
"between the great devil and the deiip 
BOa. " 

When this i|iieatioii came into promi- 
nence soiiKMiionths ago, ihrougli t,he sei- 
zure tjf Americ'in fishing vessels by tho 
cruisers of tlio Dominion, tho American 
plea was " Not guilty, " "We have done 
nowroug,"or "There is no law U> jire- 
vent us doing what we have done." We 
on this side of the border promi)tly ponit- 
ed t(j Iho lisheiy treaty of lbl8 and the 
liiws ptissed with a duo and proper regard 
to its provisions. This was a poser. Tlien 
commenced a period of shuiHmg, during 
which we were told tliat wo were "brut- 
al," "grasping," and bad neighbors, but 
we still thought that those terms ajjplied 
better to tin; |ieo|do who wanted to take 
our property without i)ayiug for it, or 
even saying "thank you." Again we 
were told tluvt our conduct was contrary 
to commnrciftl usage, but we still firmly 
held to the o]iinion thai conimereial usage 
reijuirud nations as well as iiulividuals to 
respect their own soleuui contracts. Again, 
wo were tohl that tho treal,y of IS18 did 
not mean what we contended it did — in 
other words, did not moan what it sjiid in 
plain and emphatic language — but tvhen 
it was proved to them out of the mouths 
of their own jurists and statcisiiicn, that a 
trtiaty is to lie conatriied just like any pri- 
vat/O contr'ii't, that, t)ie meaning and in- 
tention are lo be gathered from tho lan- 
guage used, and from that .alone, iind that 
every claim that we made had at one time 
or another been admitted liy thein or 
their best or ablest men, thoy said that if 
wo were going lo be disagreeable and in- 
sist on .1 "strict constnielion" of the 
treaty wore "technically correct" and 
might do so, !int they would do soniuthing 
that would make life a burden to ua — 
tliey would "retaliate." How tiioy were 
to "retaliate," seeing that we had done 
nothing that wo were not entitled to do 
under the treaty, was not very clear to 
them, and after a good deal of wrangling 
tho only bill they could agree on is one 
prpvidingla. remedy for future wrongs that 
wearo notlikoly in reality over to commit.

our conduct had been in strict observauco 
of it was not disputed. 

The second position t.Jikon involved a 
complete abaudonniont uf the first. Mr. 
Duigloy, of Maine, acted as herald. Ac- 
cording to the press dispatches lie pro- 
olaimedthat the dispute vnth Ctuuida is 
not over fishery rights, that tho Americans 
do not ciiiiiu or desire to lisli in waters 
within tho Canadian or Xewfomidhuid 
jurisdiction, but that tliey dit chum that, 
all their fi,shi;:g vessels authorized to touch 
and trade are entitled under the legislative 
arrauguments of 1830 and 1850 to com- 
moroiul privUeges in Canadian waters. 
Mr. Dingloy, it is true, was not the lirst 
or only exponent of this view. But so far 
as we liavo l)een aljlo to discover, during 
the wholo discussion, tho text of these 
wonderful "legislative arrangements" has 
never been given to tho ptd)lic. One 
would have thought that if they woidd so 
readily decide ■ wie wholo ijuestion they 
would have boon reprinted in tho Aineri- 
ojin iiapers, as tho treaty of 1818 has been 
in those of the Dominion; and it. is to 1)0 
regretted that thoy Iiave not. been so pub- 
lished for our correction and instruction 
in neighborly duty. A careful examina- 
tion of several collections of treaties, ex- 
tending over these periods, including the 
iillicial book published at Washiiigt'ou, 
di.aclosos no reference loany siicli !irr.inge- 
ment.s. i'lie act of congress jiaased May 
2it, 1830, and the prnclaiuatioii of I'resi- 
dant liackson of October ."itli, of the sanio 
year, to which Mr. Dingloy and Secretary 
Manning seem to h.ive n^ferred, niiiko no 
provision whatever for I'uiled States ves- 
sels trading ii: the ports if any of these 
proviniHis. Tho |u-ivileges sought by 
act were the opening of the ports of tlie 
colonial pds.se.ssions of <!real lirit.iin iu 
the West Indies, on tlie eiuitinenl of 
South America, the Uahaiiia Islands, the 
Caicos and the Bermuda or Somers 
Islands, to the vessek of tho United 
Status. There is not one word abcui^- 
Aiuerioau ve.ssels trading in our Canadian 
|)orta. We have not been able I o discover 
any counuereial arrangement of 18i')W lli.-il 
alleets the ipiestion. This view of the 
sub ject has received but little siipi)ort from 
t he .\merican press, and is now being com 
pletely tibaiidoued. 

I'ho third and latest position is that 
whereon tho New York Trilntm- and New- 
York Tiiiifji make a tinid st.ind. It is cer- 
tainly charaotori/.ed by clearness of ex- 
pression and boldness of design. It is 
nothing less than a proposal forthe United 
States "lo abrogate the treaty of 1818, 
and fall back ujion the more liberal lislierj' 
chiuso of the treaty of 178;i." It is bard 
to believe that these journals are serious 
in proposing this ineasine, but thej- seem 
to be BO, and to bo driven to it by the 
utter untonableuesB of all former positions. 
There are, however, some material objec- 
tions to the course proi»osed: 

Tho United States cannot "abrogate t he 
treaty of 1818" without violating her 
national obligations. If the British gov- 
ernment, or any subordinate government 
for whose acts tho Briti.sh government is 
responsible, has been guilty of any uinuis- 
takeable or wilful ^.Tiolatiun of tbatjtreat y, 
then, of course, the L'niteil States would 
bo justified by the law of nations in refus- 
ing to be any longer bound l)y that treaty. 
IJut no sueli violations on our part have 
yet arisen, nor are tliey likely to arise. 
Tho Trihtiitf's proposal, therefore, is noth- 
ing mure nor less than for the United 
Stat'cs to repudiate her national obliga- 
tions, without cause or ju.stitie.itiou. .'>he 
could just as well repudiate lier war debt, 
or pass a statute cancelling her bonds. It 
is not to bo supposed that a high-iuimb d 
nation, such as wo aro bound to consider 
the United Sbitea at he;irl to be, wouli! 
cntertdn such a nionstnuia ])io]ins;d l"or 
an instant; but it shows thu hojieless ex- 
tremity to which one of the ablest of tho 
Ainoricau jirens, or wo should rather, per- 
haps, say of the republican pres.s, has been 
driven in the course of tliis international 
argument. It is clear that the Tiilmnf 
and tho Times have no faith in Secretjiry 
Manning's and Mr. Dingloy 's "commer- 
cial privileges under legislative arrange- 
ments," when these journals feel com- 
])eUed to take refuge in national repudia- 
tion. 

The second part of tho Trilm ui '.-i pro- 
poBid is equally impriicticible, seeing that 
there is no fishery clause of thu treaty of 
1783 upon wliich tliey can fall back; for 
tho tliird irticle of that treaty, so far as 
it granted fishing jirivileges on our coasts, 
was abrogated 7o years ago by the .Ameri- 
cans themselves. In 1812 the Uniled 
States furinally declared war .igainsl 
Orcat Britain and her colonies, and back- 
ed it up with years of active ooatilities. 
This undoubtedly put an end to this part 
of the treaty, and terniiiiatiMl fiuever all 
fishiiig privilegert which depended upon 
that coii'.eiitiou. Tliis was the position 
always taken and niaiiitaiiu il by lIk' I'.rit 
ish goveriiiin'iit , The I'e.-iee of (ihrrit, 
signed between tho two nations in 1811, 
was silent as to the fisheries. It follows, 
therefore, that from tho declaration of 
war in 1812 to the making of tho treaty 
in 1818 tlie tishernion of the I iiited Stall's 
had, in liritisli waters, the same rights, 
aiul only the .same lights, of fishing as 
those of huy otlii'i- foreign nation; that is, 
they had no rights at all. 

In proof of the correctness of the lirit- 
ish contention that, the .Ameriiym declara- 
tion of war abrogated t he liahery treaty of 
178,') we need not,, ]ii'rhaps cannot, cite 
any better or higher authority on inter- 
nationiil law than the great American jur- 
ist, Chancellor Kent. In his "Coiniuont- 
aries" he says: 

"Aa a general ; ir.u, tli. o jIlKaliitns of In-alles 
aro diuslpulud iiy hOHtiliticH, and they are ex- 
tiDguisbed and gone forever, unless reviai'd hy

Tho Empress 
uf China has utbciuily announced her in- 
tention of .-sending some marvelous speci- 
men of ("hiiiesi- emiu-iiidery. TluMOiii- 
peror i>( l Jn-iiiaiiy's Llill is a ( lialire of 
pure gold, adorned wit h imiuense dia- 
monds, one for evi iy lueiulaT of his 
family. The Queen "t Spain has sent 
a ring containing a hi'dliaiit valued at 
$28,000. The Portugese sovereign sends 
rioh presents, that of the <juoen Dona 
Maria Pia bijing an altar cloth worked liy 
herstdf.

They would send their 
dogs to drive the deer into the water, and 
tlion they would knock the lioliilcaa brutes 
on the head, and stripping idf the skin 
would leave tho carcass uu the beach. 
Gfton the number thus . kjlled amounted 
to 40 or 50 t'6 tho .'anwo. This slaughter 
was very foolish, as tho deer was littJe 
else but skin and bono, and the skins did 
not ftvomge 20 cents in value. We are 
afraid imr moat supply will bo abort next 
season. Wo would again urge the author- 
ities to put a stop to this wholesale doatruc- 
tion of the doer, or they will soon be ex- 
terminated.

THE SEALING FLEET. 

Nothing; Heard on tbe West Coast of the 
MisBlut; HcUooner Aotive— Two Wrecks 
at Sohoonor Cove— Several Vessels 
Report Poor Oatches. 

Mr. .A. Frank, who has boon away 
iii.akiiig oii(|uirics fur tho achooner .Active, 
returned from the West coast yesterdfty 
by way of Qualicum and Naninio. Ho 
brings no definite information coiioorning 
the vessel f(U' which so iiiiiob anxiety ia 
folt. The result uf Ilia eiKiuirioB, however, 
go to show that the reimrta brought by 
the Indians a few days ago are ahsolutoly 
untrue in some resiiecta and uvideiitly 
without any foundation iu othura. No 
wreckage of a schooner hits been washed 
iioliore at the point stated. Neither is it 
iTiieih.a: the 111. liana have burned the 
projierty of their frionda, aa they would 
if they had any good reason fur boliuving 
tlieiii to be dead. Mr. Frank walked 
along twenty miles of tho west coast 
and had reports from Cape Fhittory 
to Clayoquot to the effect that there was 
no wreckage on the shore excepting that 
of two vesaela at Scho(Uior Cove. One of 
these is tlnnight tu have been called the 
"Irene," as a pieco uf copper with that 
name on it waa taken off uii'j of the wrecks 
Mid oll'ered fur sale by the Indiana. One 
is a lumber laden bark lying bottom up. 
Mr. Frank walked round her at low tide 
and found tho hull breaking up fast, and 
must of the copper stripped off by tha 
Indians. I )n a piece of 8xl2-iiich liimbur 
in the hold was stenciled "P. M. Co." 
The beach for miles around ia tho vicinity 
of the cast-away vessels ia strewn with 
lumber and wreckage. Our informant was 
aboard the schooner Dolphin which went 
into Clayofpiot aouiul Sunday. Sealing 
was reported to ho very [loor and no catch 
was made. The aeliu(Uier Kate was seen 
at I'cliielet. Tho Rchomiera Pathlindor 
and Alfred Adaiiia were heard from. All 
on buard were well but thoy hadfow seals. 
It was learned that two sealing boats 
i\'ore picked up at sea by tlie schooner 
Mary Tajdor, and one by tho Juaiiita. 
They did not b(;l((iig to the .Active as she 
had nothing but canuoa on board. The 
hoal.s were clearly tho property of some 
scb^xiner manned by white hunters. 
.A report waa current among the In- 
ilians that a large steamer had sunk off 
KyiKpiut and that a mail bag, whicb had 
iluated ashoii', was picked aud taken to a 
[iriest at one uf the miasiuiiR. The news 
was liiiard at ( 'layuipiut, which is distant 
from Kyuipiut about 150 miles. 

Mr. H. Gillard, Indian agent at Ucluolet 
was found in good health and aa ready to 
(•xteiid his liuapit.ilitiea to tho woarj' trav- 
eller as ever. The .Active has not boon 
seen since she went out, but, liotwith- 
stikiiding, Mr. l''rank believes that she 
still phnighs tilt! briny and will eventually 
tuni up all right. 

DROWNED. 

Ilohprt Tliiiiiias Gliff Falls off the Steamer Kcllo 
, and Is Drowned. 

The steamer llelle, (Jaiitiiin Jidnison, 
arrived in this iiaibor on Wednesday 
Illuming, says tho Nanaimo Fru: I'lif^, 
with a liuoiii of logs from flaslain it Lees, 
of the Nanuimo sawmills. Capt. Johnson 
re[M)rts that on Sunday, April 16th, when 
tho steamer Belle was off Cape Lazo, the 
weatlu'r Hue and the water smooth, Robert 
Tliumaa Clilf fidl overboard and was 
drowned. The body could not bo found. 

The deceased was a hjgger, residing in 
CoiiioN (li.stric.t , and brother of Mr. .S. Clilf

A general and 
deep sympathy ia extended to the relatives 
of tho deceased in their sudden aflliction. 

Word has been received by Harmony 
Lodge, No. fi, Wellington, of the death of 
Mr. .1. INIcfniies, formerly a roaidont of 
Wkillington, and at the time of his death a 
moiiiber of Harmony Lodge.

The Fanions Bank of Eiiglauil Foreerlei of 

Fuurtcou Veurs Ai;o— A Fniuil of Unvurul 
loled Auilaclty— Splendid Dcr*ctlTO Work. 



Tlio (loath of (loori^o Macdoiinoll in the 
Poiitonvillo Prison, England, as anuounc 
cd by cable tho utlioi' day, will probably 
remind sonio roadura of tho groat forgeries 
perpotiTited upon tho Bank of England 
just fuurteon years ago. For the audacity 
of its conception, the magnitude of tho 
fraud perpotratod and tlio niisdiroctod 
skill aiul 'Mgonnity with wliioh it was at- 
tempted to bo carried out, this groat crinio 
staiids without a parallel in criminal his- 
tory. In the spring of 1872 three Ameri- 
cans, George Bidwell, his brotlier Austin 
Biclwell and Oucirgo Macdnnnoll, arrived 
in London for the puri)()so of engaging in 
fionio sclionio of fraud, but of whatpreciBo 
nature they had not yet (letermined. IMac- 
doniicU Iwid already served some time in 
tho Now .lorsey Penitentiary, whence lie 
had been i)ardi)ned through the influence 
of powerful reliitivcs. All were compar- 
atively young, Austin Hidwell and Mao- 
donnoll being not yet thirty, and (ieorgo 
liidwoll thirty tlireu years of ago. Thoy 
wi'ie all Well ediiciited, each speaking sev- 
eral languages, of good ap|iearaneo and 
odih ess, aiul they bad between S>'(r),t)00and 
g40,000 in cash", 'riiey took lodgings in 
one of tho London sul)url)s, under assum- 
ed names. Tlioir first object was to ol)- 
tain some stjinding in one of tho lirancli 
b.iiiks of the Hank of Kuglunil, anil this 
tln^y liually succeeded in doing tlunugba 
tailor with whom they had deal! I !• -i i'', 
jind who iiitro'.hi.ti.'d Aiiatin Midw. 1;, i, .. 
■went by tlio name of Frederick Albert 
Warron, to the manager of the ^Vl!stern 
branch of the liunk of Kngland. This was 
in April, 1872. Large .sums >vere deposit- 
ed from time to time and ilrawii out in a 
regular way, during wbicli they studied 
and became familiar with tho course of 
business in London. The confederates 
now had a deposit account, and a signa- 
ture v/liich the bank would treat, with a 
certain amount of respect. This was the 
thin end of tiu! wedge, but nmeli was to 
be done before they could drive it home. 
Ill the course of their dealings with stocks 
and bonds during the siniimor and fall 
they discovered that in i)re8ontiiig an ac- 
cepted bill of exciiango to be discounted 
at a bank, the l)ill was not sent t^i tho ac- 
coptor to bo (,). K.'d, as is the urdversal 
cuatom in America. The bank there sim- 
ply waits until the bill is due, and then 
presents it for pajnnent. Here, then, was 
an opening, and thoy |)roceoded to put 
in operation their .'icheiiie <if fraud. Dur- 
ing nlie UK'Uths of Se|)touibur and OtitoKup 
they passeil .■«imii^ fime in t.lie largo cities 
un tho Uontineiit, particularly ;.t .\uister- 
d'*m, to make themselves thoro\ighly ac- 
quainted with the standing of various 
cumniercittl houses. Thjji done, they wore 
ready for operations. 

As tho lirst move, .Austin ilidwell call- 
ed at tho bank and gave the manager 
Bumu Portuguese stock to sell for him, 
amounting to several th()u,s.and pomids, 
and informed liini fh.it lie was about to 
introduce an iuipi'o\ ijd r;'.ihv;iy brake, and 
to estal)lish a ni:oiu:':iclory at I'iriiungliam 
for Pullman's sleeping cir.s, which wore 
to prove a wonderful success, lie also 
said that ho would have occjision proba- 
bly, to have his bills discounted from timo 
to time. Hia manners imi)ro8sed the man- 
ager very favorably. 'I'lie confederates 
next procured, by puich i.se, genuine bill.", 
of exchange on varimiM laige liou.Hea, 
among others one f(U- .t' t.oOO drawn by tho 
Kulhschilds on their Londonhou.se. Those 
bills luid various dates and ran for three 
months. Thoy served two purposes. They 
were paid into Warren's account at tho 
bank and thoy were nn^dels for the in- 
tondctl forgorit;s. Those bills wore dis- 
counted along through the months of De- 
cember, 1872, and .January, 1873 by Aus- 
tin Bidvrcll, uiulor tho name of F. A. 
Warren, but tho bank's coutidence was 
not completely gained until the 17th of 
January, when "F. A, W.iireu" called, 
threw down t.lu' Rothscliilds bill with 
SOmewliat of a Houri.sli and .said to tho 
manager; "There, I suppose that is good 
enough for you." This was the trump 
dard, and the game was now in tho hands 
of the confi!derati!s. The cMintidenco of the 
bank ha<l been eoni|)leti.'ly gained and a 
few days afterw.'ird the fingers connueiic- 
ed business. "Mr. Warren" now inform- 
ed the manager thiit his liMsinoss was so 
rapidly increasing in Birminghani that Ins 
tihie would be fully occiipied there; that 
henceforth he would bo obliged to remit 
him l)i!Is for discount llircmgli Iho post. 
This plan being agrecii upon .Austin i id- 
woll disajipears frmn I'^ngland and retires 
to Cuba. Meantime ho had married an 
English lady of good family, ivlio a<;coin- 
panied hiiu. He bad establisliod .-i bank 
ftcc(nint and a respecl able liusniess niy,nii- 
turo and had socui'iid the conlid(?nce of 
the bank. The remaining o[jbrations were 
to be carried on by his partners. WIumi 
the explosion should come he was to bo 
long oiioiigli out of the country and far 
enough away to <l(ify detection. 

To enable the others (o eseaiio also, a 
fourth i)erHon, lOdwin .Noyi'S Mills, was 
aummonod by cable frcun New York to 
ioin George Bidwoll and Macdonnell in 
London. As he too would obviously bo 
implicated in the crime as soon as it be- 
came known, ho took the precaetion of 
advertising fur a place as :^ ch.'ik under 
tho name of PMwin Xoyes, making f.mnn 
Ostentatious disphiy of his action in the 
matter, 80 that it would appear that he 
waB only an inhodent employd. MAcdf)n- 
noU, under tho name of Clini'les .T. Hor- 
toii, duly employed him. The confederates 
had also secured an account at the Con- 
tinontJil i5ailk of London under the name 
of C. J. Horton, and it. l)ecaiiie Xoyes' 
duty to deposit 'the proceeds obtained 
from drafts or bills discounted by the 
Western branch of the Hank of England 
to tho Contimwital Hank, or got them 
changed into gol.l at tlu^ Baid; of England. 
IJr.ijk of England notes can l>e readily 
traced by their numbers. So the lirst. 
thing fcha'oorifedorates did when rocoiviug 
such notes was to have thorn ohnngod at 
once into gold, ami t\un\ later exchange 
the gold for other notes. 

Goorgo Hidwell and Macdonnell now 
proceeded to transmit in (piick Huccession 
from Birmingliam, under cover of letters 
purporting to be written by F. A. War- 
ren, the folded 'bills they had piepared, 
and by the end of Fobrmiry forgeries to 
tho amount of ,tl()l.',217 were actually dis- 
counted at the bank; the money was duly 
transferred U> Horizon's account at the 
Continental, after lirst being changed into 
gold and rechanged into other notes, as 
we have exi)lained, for tho purposp; of ob- 
litorHting all traces of tho 'tranw»fcl«n' 
The proceeds were then invostod in 
American securities, and large sums were 
dent to Now York. Succes.s seemed com- 
plete, and the daring forgers had secured 
with a])paront safety ?500,000. There is 
good reason to believe that tho last batcli 
of drafU the bank received was tho last 
tho forgers iiitendod to send. It arrived 
on the 27th of l''obrui»ry. The lirst of the 
forg«d acooptanees was not dud until tho 



Sist of March. During tho month that in- 
te'rveiied there would bo time for thorn to 
make their escape and seek aomo place 
where they would be safe from the i)er 



suit of .English detectives, when, sudden- 
ly, through one of those oversighta by 
which,;fche' mo«t deeply laid schemes are 
brought to naught, tho wliolq scheme was 
exposed. Tho bills for §1,000 each woro 
payable thrao inouthH after ■ sight. On 
these tho forger had omitted to put tlio 
date of aecoptanco. Supposing thi.s was a 
luoro accident, thoy were sent to tho ac- 
ceptor'^ office by .the bank to have the 
aliglii ti'rror recEified. Tho furgorj was at 
once, discovered iind the whole schoiiie 
collapsed.- Every bill which "F. A. War- 
ren", had sent after the -17th of .lanuary 
was, with one exception, forged, and that 
one had been fraudulently altered from 
£25 to £2,500. And upon this mass of 
WottUoss paper tho Bank of England had 
ailvaucod over £100, OOO. 

At once the whole power of tho English 
detective aystom was ])ut in operation and 
the c(mvicts traced. Noyea was the lirst 
arrested, not being able to get out of Lcm- 
don before tho detectives found hiin. 
Georgo Bidwoll was arrested in Edin- 
burgh. Macdonnoll was arrested in New 
York, and Austin Hidwell was traced tu 
Cuba and arrested in Havana, whence he 
was taken bac^k to London. All f(jur were 
placed on trial in the Central Criminal 
Court before .1 udge ArchhoKl. Tho trial 
laated a week, and, although . the forgers 
had covered their tmcks with' 'coiis\i in- 
mate skill, the whole crime was complete- 
proved. The jury fiumd tlieio guilty after 
an abrtonce of scarce half a hour. Si rong 
pleas hud been made for Austin Hiilwell 
Noyes for leniency. 'I'lie judge at 
once passed aontonce. He said he was un- 
able to conceive a w<ir8e eas6 tlnih hart 
been made iigainat nl! tho prlsonors. He, 
therefore, felt it to be bis duty to order 
ich of tbiMM I" kept in penal servit.iuK: 
tor life, .and tli.'il they ,-*Iioulcl p.'iy one- 
I oi i lie I'.vpeiisus of tho proseccil lull. 
As tho words came solemnly from tho 
judge's lii)8 a low, ijidoscribable muruuir 
ran through the court-room. It was not 
a.stonishnient, not protest, not approval, 
but rather an exprossinn of perviuliiig 
awe. Tho four niiui literally shrank as 
they heard iu Then, alrongly guarded, 
they wore conveyed to their living loinb. 
The hank succeeded in rucovering nearly 
all tho money. — N. Y. fror/f/.

A System mat has llHCflved a Salutary Check. 

Wa.suinoton, April 14, —There was ro- 
coivod at the United SUtos treasury to- 
day, fiu' riMlemption,a package of perfectly 
now I'nited States notcisfif amall dunomi- 
nations to the amount of ^!|,00(), wliicli 
was inutilateil by having a lede puiiclicd 
through them, through which a conl had 
been'pASsod, .fthd thfen sealed on the .mt- 
sido of tho wi-apper;' ' Tno package was 
Hunt to Washington by express by a 
National bank in Texas. Tho mntil.itioii 
was iiviileiitly intended as an additiiinal 
safeguard in the transjiortat ion of I lie 
notes, 'J'his is said to be a practice ut 
many of the southern oxi)re.ss com|)aiiiu8 
in tho traiiBpurUitioii of money to the 
treasury for rodeiiiption, put tho prosoiit 
is the first instance where now, uninjured 
notes have boon treated in this way. It 
is not known whether those iiarticular 
notes were mutilated by the bank or by 
an express company, but it is thought at 
tiio duiiartmont that it was done by the 
hank t-o secure an oxcliaiigo on NeWdVork 
at the exiieiise of tho govoriimont. Acting 
Treamiror Wolploy lefiisud to roceivo the 
noteii, and directed their return to the 
bank at its expennc, with tho stateiiiu-it 
tlmt such mutUationB iw tlioso cfjnstitnted 
a violiiiioii of tlie lavf,.;Bi)d would not bo 
lioniiittod by the trwtsury dopurtinont.

THE NEW BASEBALL RULES. 

Some of tlie iuteriiretatiouB by the Presiaont of 
the National LeiiiKue. 

It seems to be the fashion nowadays 
when laws are passed to make the iiiiiiort- 
ant provisions so obscure or aiidngvoiis 
tluit exports get together and "interiiret" 
tnom. This was done by railroad conveii- 
tions with regard to the interslate law. 
The new rule ado]iteil by tho National 
baseball league last winter had to bo "in- 
terpreted, " and to judge from the space 
devoted by the groat: oastoin journals to 
baseball, one would think the inturstato 
law a trilling matter as compared with the 
"iiatiomd games," As clubs in Portland 
allow the league rules lo govern contests, 
the following interprolntiona of r.ho rules 
issued by i-rosideut Young, wUl be of in- 
terest: 

A balk is "any motion calculated to de- 
ceive a baso-rniiiier;" in any aide move- 
ment of the pitcher, which, while not 
contrary to the .wording of the rule, con- 
stitutes a bXlk by lending the base-runner 
to think that the side motion made is that 
of pitching to the bat, and not tlirowing 
to tho bat. 

If the pit<;lnir holds tho ball and uii- 
nocoasarily delays the game, it in a balk, 
if the pitcher makes a motion to deliver the 
^U. while' outside the box, it is a balk; a 
feifit to throw to a base' is not a balk if tlie 
pitcher resumes his position and makes a 
distinct }iause before delivering the ball to 
the bat. 

Any ball delivered by the pitcher after 
ho has raised hia foot from its position on 
the rear lino of tho "box'" or delivered 
after taking more than one stoi), or de- 
livered after stoiniing out of the liox, ia an 
illegal ball; must lie declared a i)ead ball, 
and counted as "a ball." .Any hall that 
touches any part of a batsman's person or 
clothing or his hat without being struck 
at, or any jiart of the umpire's person or 
clothing without first passing the catcher, 
is a dead ball. 

Every fair ball delivered by tho i)itcher, 
whether struck at or not, is a strike, ami 
wheneviu' the liatsniaii purposely hits a 
foul biill the umpire must call a strike on 
him. A batsman gets four strikes and ia 
out if the ball be caught by the catcher 
on the tly, excojit in case the first base he 
occupicil I13' n runner; then the hatsniaii iv 
ut t he moment the fourth strike is called 
on him, except wdieii two meu arc already 
ut, in which tho cjitcher must catch the 
ball on the fourth strike on the liy, or tho 
batsman, then becoming a bascrunner, 
must bo thrown out at first base. 

The number of balls ia live, instead of 
Boven. If tho pitcher delivers an illej(al 
ball t<j the bataiiiaii, or hits his person or 
clothing with the ball the batsman is en- 
titled U> tttke his base without being jiiit 
out. The batsuiau is not entitled to t.ako 
his base on a balk, although the base-run- 
ner can take a base on a balk. 

If in over-running lirst base, a base 
runner after pa.ssing tho base turns to the 
left from tho foul lino, ho sh.all forfeit c:i- 
omptioii from being imt, out. If a base 
runner detaches the base bag from its 
fastening and ho ia not put out before 
touching tho bag, he shall not bo decided 
out for being otl' tho base. 

There are two classes of fair balls, vi:^. , 
a fair ball as delivered by the pitelier, and 
a fair ball aa hit by tho batamaii. A fair 
ball delivered by the pitcher is a ball 
"legally" delivered, and which paaBca 
over the homo Viaso and not lower than 
the range of the batsman's knee: nor high- 
er than that of his shiiuldur. A fair hall 
hit by a iKitaiuHii is a ball hit high in the 
air which falls lo the ground on fair 
ground, or which is hit direct to the 
ground from the bat, first touches fair 
ground, and then rebounds or rolls on lo 
foul ground before |iassiiig ox'cr or touch- 
ing lirst, and third Ijases. 

If a player is disabled he cannot have a 
substitute to run for him. Instead, ho 
iimat retire from tlio game and another 
man take his place. The captaui is . the 
only mall who has the right to inquire 
about a decision of an umpire, and then 
only to secure tho nuianiiig of the rule. 
■Should he question a decision he wdll lay 
himself open to a line, while a player 
who ipieslioiis a decision Can be fined $10. 

in scoring, a player ig charged with a 
time at the b.at in every case except whore 
he is hit hj- a pitched ball or gets hia base 
on an illegally pilehed ball. The batiunan 
has a base hit when ho gels a base on 
balls. The total base ei)lunin is abolished 
and in its place is one for stolon bases. 
The player ia credited with a stolen base 
for every base made after reaching first, 
except those made by lieing forced, by 
batting, by a battery error or by a balk. 
It doesn't :nake any diirerence whether 
the holder or catcher makes an error 
while trying to j'ut a base runner out, the 
runner gets a stolen base just the same. 
Battery .errors, bases '-. on balls, wild 
pitches, bases on batamen being hit by 
pitched hall, illegally pitelu'd halls, balks 
and passed balls shall iiol bo included in 
the error column. Tho pitcher geta an as- 
aist for every strike out.

,iiie .iiii.ih,.:' Ill .luvei Lising "the largest 
curriculum of any uni. jvsity in the coun- 
try," and aiming to teach everything that 
one would want to know, Mr. Ruskin 
conies as an iconoclast and says that four 
br.inches are suflicient. "if yuut!i« dnii'l 
ler.rn their own language at hniiie, " he 
continues, "thoy can't learn it .it a uni- 
x'ersity.

There wen- great ilili'ercnces 
ill individual cases; one had iiucceetled in 
'getting through' at the cost of 8150 a 
year; another needed no less than ;«3,5II0 
annually. 1 know a German porter in i he 
Stateh whose eldest sou passed a brilliant 
exiiminatiim c.t Princeton; but father and 
son agreed that it was impossible' ti i pursue 
his studies there mi accuuiit of the fright- 
ful custliness. .Study at an American uni- 
\ ersity is a most expensive luxury."

LK^UOK COiNSUlll'TlON. 

Ii'acu of a Character OratU^lug to the Tem- 
perance Advocate. 

Wa.shinoton, April 14. — In tho quart- 
erly report of the chief of the bureau ot 
Btatistic.i, the consumpt ion of distilled antl 
malt liipiora and wines, and estiniiites 
made by recognized authorities are dtti ll 
upon at somu length. In round uumlieis, 
the consuin|>tion of distilled s]iii'ils, dom- 
ostio and imported, in this country, is 
shown to havo increased from •l.'!,0(M),000 
gallons in 1840 to 72,00().(H)0<) in bSSO: of 
svines, from 800,000 gallons t^i 22,000,- 
000, and of malt li-piors from 22,(MKJ,(MH) 
to 642, (XM), 000. An ehiborate statement 
made by ¥. N. Barret, editor of tlio New 
York Grocer, by roijuost of tho chief of 
tlio bureau, is given, which sots forth 
among other things that the present aver- 
age oii)ondituro iu thiscoinitry pcrannum 
for malt and spirituous liijuors and beer 
at retail, is $700,000,000. The drinking 
population is estimated tio bo (in 188(1) 
14,964,417, making tho average ex|)ondi- 
ture por capita $45.90. Mr. liarrot shows 
by tables covering five ye;irs, from 1882 
to 1881} inclusive, that the consumpt ion of 
spirits is decreasing., while that of boei' is 
increasing, and that there is a reduced use 
of whie. "During this period," ho saya, 
"the consumption of coU'oo has risen from 
olght and one-fifth pounds per capita t.<> 
nine and oleven-hundrodths pounds. I)r> 
not these figures show that milder stimu- 
lants are driving out ' other comiietitors / 
And is it not due to the strong agitistiou 
of the tem]>eranco question 7"

TABLE. 

Opinions vary ns to whom should bo serv 
ed first at tfiblo. Kotno porsonH in fashien- 
ablo society insist that tho hostess should 
ho first attended to.

Despite all the talk ono 
hears about the insullicieiicy of tho presi- 
dential aalary, tliere is no doubt that it is 
not only ami>le for all the re<iuiroiuonts of 
tlio othce, but sullicieiitly largo to allow of 
the .saving of a snug little fortune every 
year besides. Ho has no bills to pay for 
rent, heating or lighting and tho staff of 
iiieHbongera and doorkeeiieis provided at 
government exiieiise is autheiently large 
to obviate tho necessity of hiring many 
servants out of tho presidontiiil purse. 
Tile live BtJito dinners reipiirod to be 
given each year are, comparatively speak- 
ing, iiie.\pensivy aflaira. Probably none 
of tlioiii cost over S.'{00orS400 at the out- 
side.
